Light emitted or absorbed by the competing ligand is a measure of 
the low molecular weight compound in the blood ("method of determining a level 
of a ligand of interest" according to claims 1 0, 22). In the case of a glucose sensor

according to claims 1, 29, 30) is immobilized in the chamber via a ligand ("building 
block molecules" in claim 1) and fluorescein labelled dextran ("competitor" 
according to claims 1 , 22, 29, 30), which is incapable of passing the membrane is 
the competing ligand. 

D2 (abstract; claims 1 -28) describes a sensor for the detection of a carbohydrate 
analyte and comprises components of a competitive binding assay, in which the 
analyte can diffuse ("membrane", "permeable interface" according to claims 1,10, 
17, 22), but not the assay components such as animal lectin and an analyte 
analogue ("competitor" according to claims 1, 22, 29, 30).
